With each 
facilities the Gov- 


ernment weather service, it might be ex- 
pected, ought to be some approach to no- 
curacy. 
Tbe meteoroligists, on the other 


hand, have no facilities of thit cTHractfr, 
| bat following the lines ot the kao'.vn laws 
of electricity find magnetism, aud assum- 
ing that each plauat is a magneton sort of 
culestt.V. dynamo throwing off ek'Clrical in- 
fluences through fipaco—'they reason that 
certain ohingo:) iu thd atmospheric and 
el»ctric.»l conditions of each plinet must 
ocvur whf n their equators and polps aro in 
cortaiu relative positions to each other. 
Upou bases of this character, modified by 
various rnoteorologic.il conditions, they 
figure out the oh.tiacier and tho power, and 
to some extent the locality, of storina and 
other weather phenomena, at given dates, 
This, if they can do at ail, they can a9 well 
do weeks 
an! months in advance as 


cosily as a day, because their estimates are 
based upou undisputed astronomical datu. 
It would, of course, be expected that in the

Of the old school in tbe U. S. weather serv- 
i«e. 
Foster, a meteorologist well known in 


the West, predicted that the month of 
Jgarch would give t'ua country many se- 
vere storms, some of which he said would 
bo "twisters," 
And such they proved to 


he, but the Government service gave the 
people no warning of them until they 
burst npou theoonn!ry with startling force. 
Mr. Foster put down lh« first three or four 
days of April for more severe storms, while 
the Weather Bureau at Washington, with 
all its array of signal stations on the North 
American Continent, sent out the following 
forecasts Saturday night and published iu 
the Hawk-Eye Sunday morning, April 3d: 


"WASHINGTON, April 3.—For Burlington 


and vicinity—Fair till 
Monday 
night; 


slightly warmer. 


"For 
Iowa—Fair till 
Monday nijjht; 


slightly warmer; variable winds. 


"For Illinois—Fair (ill Monday; slightly 


warmer; south winds.^ 


"Our 
readers are nil familiar with the 


facts. 
Terrific storms swept »ver this sec- 


tion of country. Heavy rains, high winds 
and all the 
elements 
of tempestuous 


weather. That such violent meteorologi- 
cal disturbances should have been heralded 
as 'fair till Monday night,' shows that the 
Government service is unable to cope suc- 
cessfully with the question to which it is 
especially assigned. 
The Hawk-Eye does 


not undertake to censure tbe weather bu- 
reau officials; they undoubtedly have done 
the best they knew how; hot it ig evident 
from this and numerous past failures that 
they are working under a wrong system. 
They cling to the old time theories with • 
tenacity worthy ot a better cause. It ia to 
be regretted that they permit their prejudice 
to rule oat the discoveries of more recent 
years, and to which they mast ultimately 
yield. It is only a question of time. 
Mfianvrbile the country is subjected to an 
expensive sorvic* wfaose utility ia crippled 
by an obstinate adherence to old theories. 
TKe public cares little for theories; what it

Attackea by ll»lf Sturved Itetwts on B 


Ixjnely Forest Koad, an Old Man Finds u 
Cave with Two Openings, One of Which 
the Wolves Didn't Know Of. 
Benjamin Piper, au old pioneer of 


Jefferson county, Wis., had a thrilling 
adventure with a pack of wolves. It 
was one evening while ho was makiiljj 
his way from Watertown on foot. There 
waa snow ou tho ground, and it had last- 
ed long enough to make wolves unusu- 
ally tierce arid savage with hnuger. 
Piper had been warned by friends in 
Watertown not to attempt the trip, but 
he told them that he had not the slight- 
est fear. Numerous large timber wolves 
had beeu seen near these same forests 
through which Piper had to pass, but as 
they hud not yet ventured to attack any 
one, little attention had been paid to 
their presence. Bat now, in their des- 
perate hunger and while lurking about 
for bomething to prey upon, some of 
them had discovered Piper, and at once 
set up a howl for its companions. But 
Piper was utterly indifferent to their 
howls and walked l>oldly along. 


Suddenly, just as he turned a sharp 


comer of the roadway among the dense 
timber, a large gray wolf walked across 
the road slowly and deliberately about 
two rods ahead of him and then turned 
and leisurely recrossed to tlie side from 
where it came, swinging its tail aloft 
and with the hair raised oil its neck. II 
also howled in a dismal manner, as if to 
hurry up its companions, whoso answers 
now began to come from many direc- 
tions. Piper marched straight ahead as 
if nothing had happened, save that he 
picked up a good sized club, intending 
to throw it nt the animal bhould it up 
proach him again. A moment later tbe 
samo wolf trotted out from tho brusl 
much nearer to him than before, am 
Piper hurled the club at the animal with 
tremendous force. But qui"kly steppin 
tiside and dodging the weapon, the wol 
planted itself iu the middle of the roat 
and was not disposed to move any farther 
but showed its teeth savagely and nttere< 
more howls for its companions. 


A DESPERATE SITUATION. 


Piper now began to get frightened 


He gathered sticks, and stones and hurle 
them at the wolf until it was glad to ge 
out of his way and let him proceed. Bu 
be knew from the sounds still comiu 
behind him that a pack of the animal 
was on his trail and he would need t 
make haste or thoy would soon overtak 
him. 
He was a strong man and very 


fteet of foot, but ho had had no expecta- 
tion of winning against a lot of wolves 
in a foot race, should they determine to 
pursue him. So hd concluded that he 
must at once bring a^l his wits into play 
and, if possible, deceive them. The for- 
est trees around him were rather small 
to climb and be safe among 
their 


branches, and ho did not relish the idea 
of being kept up in a tree all night in 
such cold weather. 


Tlie desperateness of tho situation 


called to his mind a singular cave con- 
taining two narrow openings, and he 
c oucluded that it might afford him pro- 
tection and give him a chance to defend 
himself. 
Ho away he hurried for tho 


cave. 
It was now IOIIL; after dusk, but 


the moon shone brightly, yet owing to 
the shadows of tho trees Piper expeii- 
enced considerable difficulty in rinding 
tho entrance to tho cavern. 
Before 


crawling into tho narrow passageway 
ho secured a largo, heavy club to use 
Ahould tho wolves attempt to follow him 
into his retreat. He was scarcely half a 
ilozen feet inside ore ho heard their hor- 
rible howls near tho entrance, and saw 
their eyes like balls of tiro glaring on 
biin from tho outside. 


At ttrst they seemed disinclined to 


follow after him, apparently fearing a 
trap, but finally tho boldest one started 
inside, and then all squeezed themselves 
into tho opening until it was jammed 
tight. 


A BAD HALF HOUR. 


As the forward wolf camo within his 


reach, Piper pounded it with his club 
until it was utterly disabled, but the 
great pressure of those from behind con- 
stantly brought the heads of others nearer 
and nearer. Piper never stopped fight- 
ing, but whacked and beat and gouged 
and disabled wolf after wolf as they 
came within reach. But at length tho 
entrance became so perfectly tilled with 
wolves that thoy could neither get for- 
ward nor backward, while their savage 
howls resounded in tho narrow place 
with such deafening effect that it made 
Piper tremble, and his solo thought wits 
to get out and away from them. 


Groping around with his hands he 


found some good sized, loose stones, with 
which lie hastily filled into tho opening 
just in front of the wolves as tightly as 
ho could puck it, and then, with club in 
hand, ho crawled along and sought exit 
at the opposite entrance to the cavern. 
Tho dismal darkness pre\ onted him from 
.seeing anything, and it was some time 
before ho found tho way out. 
The 


wolves did not know, or el^o had forgot- 
Len, this entrance, and Piper left them 
still howling with fury crowded into the 
narrow uiouth of tho cave a£ k-ast sixty 
yards away from where ho had emerged. 
He now ruado his way to tho road iigain, 
and two hours later had reached home. 


A few days later he visited tho cavern, 


but found nothing savo a few bones, tho 
dead and wounded wolves having been, 
as he supposed, eaten tip by their raven- 
ous companions.—Cor. Chicago Inter 
Ocean.
